Jews Clash 
In Tel Aviv; 
Ten Injured 


JERUSALEM, Sept. 5—(#)—A 
clash between members of two 
Jewish underground organizations 
in Tel Aviv, in which 10 persons 
were injured, marked a new out- 
break of violence in the Holy 
Land Friday. 

Members of Hagana, self-styled 
Jewish Defense Army, which has 
been active in opposing terrorism, 
tore down posters put up by Ir- 
gun Zvai Leumi, another under- 
ground group. Irgunists quickly 
appeared and fought to save the 
posters. Two of the victims were 
reported seriously injured. 

Eighteen Jewish income tax of- 
ficials in Tel Aviv were warned 
to quit their jobs by a young Jew 
and a Jewess, who claimed to be 
members of the Stern Group—an- 
other underground organization. 

Police said the young couple, 
described as Yemenites, visited 
the homes of the tax officials 
Thursday night to deliver the 
warnings.

Atlanta took another step toward ef- 
fective slum clearance when the City 
Personnel Board approved the hiring of 
sufficient specially trained employees to 
expedite a continuing campaign. 

We hope Council and the Mayor will 
lose no time in acting upon the Personnel 
Board’s recommendation so that the task 
of cleaning up the city’s crime and dis- 
ease-breeding slum areas can be tackled 
without additional delay. 

There are, incidentally, those who fear 
that the request for additional personnel 
to implement the campaign will not meet 
with the approval of the Mayor and/or 
Council. But this we refuse to believe. 
The present administration is committed 
to a program of municipal improvement, 
and the expenditure involved, an esti- 
mated $31,000 annually, is of such small 
proportions relatively that it would be 
extremely short-sighted to deny it. 

Atlanta, of course, is not entering into 
any widespread slum-clearance program 
merely for the glory attached thereto. 
But there is no denying that the city has 
already received several hundred thou- 
sand dollars’ worth of good publicity from 
the campaign and there is every indica- 
tion that it will continue.

A Useful Citizen Passes 


Atlanta lost a valued citizen in the 
death of Mrs. F. M. Robinson, who at 
the age of 94 was the oldest member of 
the Peachtree Christian Church. 

Of a retiring disposition, her many 
contributions to the welfare of Atlantans 
were better known to her close friends 
than the city at large. In 1907 she and 
her husband, who died in 1923, established 
the Atlanta Child’s Home in a three-room 
cottage on Angier Avenue. A short time 
before his death they purchased the old 
Hightower estate in West End, and since, 


other cities throughout the nation, includ- 
ing, peculiarly enough, Baltimore, which 
city up until now has been recognized as 
the leader in slum clearance. 

In this connection it is interesting to 
note that the U. S. Public Health Service, 
in recognition of our efforts, has an- 
nounced plans for establishing in. Atlanta 
a special school where Federal, State and 
municipal officials can learn first-hand 
the advisable procedures in a widespread 
slum-clearance program. Certainly the 
fact that Uncle Sam is interested in such 
an undertaking should be a source of 
pride and satisfaction to every Atlantan. 

Every city of any size and age in the 
nation has a slum problem of some mag- 
nitude. All are faced with the necessity 
of doing something about it and are cast- 
ing about for ideas. All recognize the fact 
that, unless municipal governments and 
private enterprise co-operate to do the 
job on the local level, the cry will go up 
for Federal intervention. 

Atlanta thus is presented with an im- 


pressive opportunity to display leadership, 


to do a job which will result in nation- 
wide publicity of a type we sorely need 
in view of the notoriety which ha§ unfor- 
tunately been ours of late. 

We are confident the administration 
will not turn that opportunity away.

there will be no reduction in prices, in general, for the next six 
months. In fact, four of every ten questioned pessimistically ad- 
mitted they expected the cost o’ living to climb even higher in 
the coming half year. 


Only one out of five foresaw any silver lining in the form of 
lowered prices. 


Whether the general public is competent to thus foresee such 
an economic trend only time, obviously, can determine. The aver- 
age man and the average woman in the past have been some- 
times wrong and sometimes right in such prophetic opinion polls. 

However, that same opinion of the general public can have a 
lot to do with affecting the trend. If, for instance, the majority 
believe prices are coming down, they are apt to refrain from buy- 
ing today, expecting to get the goods they want for fewer dollars 
a few months hence. Such a reluctance on the part of the buying 
public would itself have a tendency to bring prices down. On the 


_ other hand, a rush to buy before an expected rise in prices would | 


tend to send prices upward.

U.S. Economists 
Gloomy Over Prices 


Bi WASHINGTON — Government economists 
ee hold out no hope for ap early break in the high- 

a price structure. Instead, the predictions are 
that the cost of living will continue on indefinitely at the present 
astronomical levels. 

The situation is best depicted by figures prepared by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics. Since the beginning of 1941 its price 
index for city families of moderate income has risen 57 percent, 
although food costs alone have nearly doubled and other items 
like clothing are 83 percent higher than in 1940. 


Roughly, it takes $1.50 today to buy what a dollar would buy 
before the war. \ 


C trols During. the war, when Government price controls 
ontr were in effect, we managed pretty well at holding 
prices down. We came through four years of war with food prices 
up only 15 percent, for example, and we did this while supporting 
some 15,000,000 in the armed services and helping feed our allies, 

After the controls were lifted last year food prices went up 
35 percent in the first eight months. We held them down to 
15 percent throughout four years of war only to see them boosted 
35 percent in eight months. 

Nearly everything else has gone up, too—housing, automobiles, 
radios, washing machines, and all the goods of which there is a 
shortage. 

At the time the advocates of free enterprise were making their 
fight on OPA we were told that if only the country would get rid 
of Government controls prices would quickly adjust themselves 
at lower levels. Somehow the country was sold a bill of goods 


on that score. 

. ° : Well, it hasn’t worked out that way at all, 
Still Climbing Prices are still going up. And if the Govern- 
ment economists are right there are no prospects of relief in the 
immediate future. 7 

Considering what has happened, it is interesting to go back 
and review somé of the things that were said during the fight 
to get rid of OPA. Leading the clamor in a series of full-page ads 
appearing in newspapers over the country was the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers. Here is what the NAM said in one of 
its displays at the time: 

“If OPA is permanently discontinued, the production of goods 
will mount rapidly and, through free competition, prices will 
quickly adjust themselves to levels consumers are willing to pay.”

Smith, Republican, of Wisconsin: “The cry of uncon 
trolled inflation is a hoax upon the public. It is being used to 
expand Government control.” 
Rep. LeFevre, Republican, of New York: “Give our free econ- 
omy an opportunity to function, unshackled, for a reasonable 
length of time and the old law of supply and demand will fur- 
nish us with plenty and at fair and reasonable prices.” 
Rep. Rankin, Democrat, of Mississippi: “If Congress will stop 
this OPA now, prices will level off.” 
Sen. Wiley, Republican, of Wisconsin: “It will prove that (the 
American people) can get all the goods they need at fair prices 
. « by allowing the law of supply and demand to operate 
in a free, competitive economy.” 
Sen. Wherry, Republican, of Nebraska: “Production is always 
paramount fo prices and if we do not have sufficient production 
we must get it, and the prices will take care pf themselves.” 
F ll Finally, there is the statement of that great pseudo 

OMY economist and oil producer from Oklahoma, Sen. Moore, 
Republican, whose attitude summarizes the others: “I emphati- 
cally deny,” he solemnly declared, “that the termination of OPA 
would result in runaway inflation.” 

Similar statements by the dozens could be quoted. For the 
most part they are taken from the Congressional Record during 
the debate on extension of OPA.

Moreover, it 
is the function of an industrial 
manager to protect the interests 
of his stockholders, and in the past 
depression has always followed 
prosperity, Yet it takes no more 
than an ounce of political imagi- 
nation to understand that the 
American political and economic

itrialists who are planning on a 
\depression are ‘also planning on 
the probability, if not the certain- 
ty, of the destruction of the sys-

Invisible Stars, "Thinks

CHICAGO, Sept. 5—(#)—Push-button astronomy, a new stop in 

scientific seeing, was described to the seventy-se 
the American Astronomical Society Fridgy. 


The pushbutton is a new elec- 
tronic eye that can be attathed to 
any telescope. When it is set on 
any star, even one invisible to the 
eye, the astronomer pushes a but- 
ton and the mechanical eye does 
everything else. 

It sees light of incredible faint- 
ness. It changes this light into elec- 
tricity and amplifies this current 
up to 5,000,000 times. It also 
counts the particles of light in 
millionths of.a second. The as- 
tronomer receives the answer to 
his problem in as many minutes 
afterward as he wishes. He fixes 
this time in advance by turning a 
time dial. The device gives him 
a clearly-traced record of the light. 

This ability to see and measure 


amazingly small amounts of light |
